The slopes are 10-1 and 4-1, with 
a 500 foot natural ground berm. 
No riprap is anticipated. An auxil- 
iary floodway channel leading from 
the 6 foot contour near White 
Light Beacon in Lake Okeechobee 
to connect with the floodway chán- 
nel along the Lakeport Road has 
| been completed by this contractor. 
‘Thts project involves the removal 
of approximately 800,000 cubic 
f yards of material to provide a 
channel 100 feet wide and 10 fect 
deep at present lake stage to sup- 
plemént the 2500 second feet dis- 
charge at Moore Haven. A portion 
of the contract work in this di- 
vision will be done by the U.S. 
Pipe Line Dredge Welatka. The 
whole of this division “should be 
completed by March 1935.
